OTHER SPEAKERS INCLUDED SYG, SOMALI REP (WHO READ MESSAGE 
FROM OAU HEAD), SC PRES SALAZAR (COSTA RICA), COMITE OF 
24 REP GARVALOV (BULGARIA), COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA REP
